Specification is objected to, failing to describe the invention for reason stated in 

the rejection of claim such 35 USC 112. Line spacing and size of letter are improper. 

These should be proper forth as in the claims. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, arid exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

4. Claim 1 is so unclear, how does this device is to operate and what it is intended 
to accomplish is unclear. The explanation in specification of these aspects is also 
unclear. In figures 2, 3, how can signals be transmitted if signal lines are all shorted at 
part 14? What is purpose of this feature and what is function of part 14? Also figures 2, 
3 are unclear in that just how the signals above and below part grounds are inter 
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connected is unclear, purpose of contact arrangements below part 14 (figures 2, 3) at 
15, 16 is unclear. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

7. Claim 1 , line 12, "an open end located on a first plane" is unclear and what these 
term refer is not understood and is not in the specification. Lines 15-18 are unclear and 
what they refer to be not understood.
